Report  of  Superintendent 


I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  townspeople 
and  the  Board  members  for  their  cooperation  and  confidence  in  me 
this  year.  It  is  most  rewarding  to  be  able  to  work  with  interested  people 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  students,  teachers,  and  administration. 

This  has  been  a  rather  busy  year  and  we  have  been  cognizant  of  the 
various  needs  of  our  school  system  and  have  solicited  the  cooperation 
of  the  teachers  and  have  made  quite  a  few  inroads.  As  you  know,  we 
have  set  Up  Workshops  for  the  teachers  in  Art  and  Music  realizing 
that  we  do  not  have  an  Art  consultant  or  a  Music  consultant.  This  is 
the  best  approach  to  meet  this  deficiency  without  having  any  undue 
expense  to  the  town. 

We,  also,  have  tried  to  provide  the  students  with  an  Athletic 
Program  in  Grades  5  through  8.  They  meet  in  Groveton  and  participate 
in  soccer,  basketball,  and  hopefully,  baseball  in  the  spring.  This  gives 
the  students  an  opportunity  to  compete  with  other  schools  and  other 
students  developing  sportsmanship  and  teamwork. 

To  reflect  the  attitude  of  the  Board  in  keeping  abreast  of  the  current 
educational  trends  and  to  keep  our  student  body  well  informed  the 
Board  provided  the  students  with  a  television  set.  Although  not  new, 
it  still  was  more  than  adequate  to  pick  up  the  educational  programs 
in  Social  Studies,  Art,  and  Music. 

We  are  contemplating  in  years  to  come  Workshops  and  Curriculum 
meetings  which  will  encompass  the  teachers  in  Stark.  This  will  keep 
them  abreast  of  the  latest  educational  trends  and  they  can  compare 
notes  with  their  fellow  educators  in  like  situations.  The  Board  has  been 
most  willing  to  provide  the  students  with  a  sound  academic  program 
and  have  purchased  necessary  textbooks  and  materials  to  formulate 
this  program.  They  also  added  this  year  new  swings  and  some  athletic 
equipment.  We  have  ambitious  goals  set  for  the  future  and  with  con- 
tinued cooperation  of  the  townspeople  we  feel  that  we  will  attain 
these  necessary  educational  and  scholastic  goals. 

The  students  were  provided  with  a  very  excellent  Hot  Lunch 
Program.  Mrs.  Miles  has  provided  a  well  balanced  and  nourishing  Hot 
Lunch  Program. 
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Mr.  Stearns  has  done  an  outstanding  job  in  keeping  the  buildings 
in  the  excellent  state  of  repairs  they  now  enjoy.  He  has  built  a  plat- 
form and  steps  to  the  Stark  School,  has  insulated  the  kitchen  and 
storage  area,  and  made  necessary  repairs  that  are  so  essential  in  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  students,  and  has  always  been  very  con- 
scientious of  keeping  expenses  at  a  minimum.  He  should  be  given  a 
vote  of  thanks  and  confidence  for  his  excellent  attention  to  details  and 
quality  of  workmanship. 

The  teaching  staff  has  done  an  outstanding  job  in  meeting  the  needs 
of  the  students  and  I  feel  that  the  results  can  be  compared  and  matched 
with  any  multi-graded  rural  school  in  the  state.  They  are  always 
conscious  of  the  needs  and  the  aptitudes  of  our  children  and  have  the 
unique  faculty  of  teaching  the  students  at  their  level.  We  are  very 
fortunate  in  having  the  caliber  of  teachers  that  we  have.  They  are 
interested  in  children  and  have  the  necessary  patience  and  tempera- 
ment to  go  with  the  very  challenging  position.
